Mrs. Rosa Weingarten, who was well 
known in Atlanta, was burned to death 
last Monday morning in a fire at New 
Orleans, She Jeft Atlanta several months 
ago, intending to make her future home 
in the city.in which she met her death,

Weingarten, who had many friends in 
this city. After his death she condauct- 
ed a boarding hotse on Sauth Forsyth 
and later on Loyd street near 
Garnett.

The following is the dispatch from Néw 
Orleans telling of the manner of her 
death and of the subsequent finding of 
her charred remains: 

New Orleans, July 25.—(Special.)—Early 
Monday morning a fire occurred on Third 
and Baronne streets in this city which 
destroyed two dwelling houses. One ‘of 
these was occupied by Mrs. Rosa Wein- 
garten and Miss M, A. Dinkins. Both of 
the ladies are from Atlanta and reached 
the city only four months ago, taking 
a sub-renta] of a house on Third street. 

The fire was caused by an explosion of 
gasoline in the Weingarten house, which 
was so serious as to severely damage the 
house. ‘The fire spread rapidly, and sev- 
eral persons were scorched in escaping 
from their homes. It was not believed, 
however, at the time that any one was 
hurt; but Mrs. Weingarten could not be 
found after the fire. 

It was supposed that she had gone to 
a hotel, but on examination of the ruins 
today brought her charred body to light. 
It is possible that she may have been 
stunned by the explosion of the gasoline, 
although several! persons say they saw her 
after the explosion and that she returned 
to the burning house for her purse. 

She was forty years of age and was 
but little known here.

He appropriated the money 
to his own use, so it is charged, and upon 
being pressed for the money, skipped out 
and came to Atlanta. 

He was located here last night at No. 
188 Currier street, and arrested this 
morning. 

Green stated to a reporter of The Con- 
stitution that he had used some of the 
money to pay chureh debts, and the bal- 
ance he used for his own expenses, as 
the church owe dhim a salary of $800.

What Justice Beekman proposes is the 
apointment of an officer to be Known as 
the court attorney who, under the direc- 
tlon of the court, shall be required'to ap- 
pear in uncontested matrimonial cases, 
to present proofs that the plaintiff is 
not entitled to judgment. Even in cases 
that are contested, the court may direct 
this officer to intervene. The plan 
Justice Beekman is confined to the part 
of the state under the jurisdiction of the 
justices of the appellaté Mvision of the 
supreme court in the first department, 
and these justices are to select the attor- 
ney and to enact the necessary rules 
and regulations for /governing the powers 
and practice of the attorney.

Continued from Fifth Page. 
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These impfessions are unjust to you 
and the men and interests of this sec- 
thon which you are here to represent. 

Our feeble social condition is the re- 
sult of false political teaching, and 
the apparent trend of sentiment that 
is ‘unfriendly to capital comes from 
fgnorant and oft-times unprincipied 
political leadership. In this section 
the great majority of the people are 
poor, and in this respect we are like 
all other people, for this is the com- 
mon lot of mankind. It may be provi- 
dential, but of this we-.do not and 
cannot Knuw. Here. as elsewhere, in- 
tegrity and honesty are to be found 
among the rich and the poor alike. 
It is true, however, that those who 
strive and are unsuccessful find it dif- 
figult to understand why this is 80, 
while the idle and thriftless are al- 
Ways ready to join in any crusade 
against the industrious and frugal. 

Krom the nature of the case, the po- 
litical demagogue finds a large field 
‘ his operations in the southern 

Like all of us, he is compelled 
» Succeeds to have some stock 1n 
If he can convince the masses 
they are aggrieved, and that for 
such grievance he can supply a rem- 
edv, in their extremity and ignorance 
they follow him. They do not stop 
to consider that nothing has ever come 
to them by reason of false promises 
made to them, and false hopes built 
upon their promises. The negro builds 
his hopes today upon forty acres of 
land and a mule, and the white man 
tomorrow upon the subtreasury plan 
or free silver, and yet in all the long 
and bitter vears of the poverty of 
both, nothing has ever come to either 
through either plan. On the contrary, 
all the laws that have been passed 
with the promise that they were to 
benefit the poor, and all the agitations 
With which we have been afflicted, 
ostensibly for the same purpose, have 
reacted disastrously upon those for 
whose benelit the agitations were In- 
augurated., 

We have reached the point, not oniv 
in the south. but everywhere, where all 
Intelligent men must recegnize that in 
every pregressive country p2reat ak&- 
Etegations of capital will be necessary 
for us tou keep pace with the spirit of 
progress if we are to rely upon inll- 
Viduals or tirms to raise money for 
the great enterprises demanded by our 
present and future necessities. This 
work must be done through corpora- 
tions. This is ne essary, ‘because in 
this way alone can adequate capital 
be awequired, while under any other 
srstem it would be impossible to per- 
petuate organizations capable of this 
work. Wherever this fact 1s recog- 
nized, public sentiment will see tu It 
that corporations are not oppressed, 
dut on the contrary, that people at 
home and people abroad- are encour- 
aged to invest in them, and that the 
law shall throw every possible safe- 
guard around investments of this 
character that are extended to pri- 
Vate investments 

That our people are 
formed with reference to the « 
quences of the policies we have 
sued in the past is shown by the 
Rreater liberality of sentiment with 
reference to railroads, the corpora- 
tions that have been most usefui and 
the most bitterly assailed. They have 
learned to appreciate the value of zood 
roads as against poor ones. and 
efficient and reliable railroad se rvice 
is one of the greatest stimulants 
progress. They Know that among 
lines of our greatest railways a)! 
ues are favorably affected and 
these properties are managed by men 
of intelligence who appreciate that the 
prosperity of their patrons retlects 
upon the financial condition of the 
roads 

We must set our faces against the 
control of this section by any political 
party that at this or anv other time 
would disturb business and vaiues by 
reinjecting the silver question into an- 
other presidential eampaign. We must 
compel every man who meets an 
ligation to meet it according to ; 
ment. and to do so quickly if 
worth enough money to satisfy it. 
that principal and interest fixed 
agreement must be settied according- 
ly. We should make mortgages non- 
taxable, because two men should not 
be compelled to pav taxes upon the 
eame property This would cheapen 
monev to all real estate owners. es- 
pecially land owners, who canstitute a 
large proportion of our population, and 
who need cheap money more than any 
other class. We should teach our peo- 
ple respect for the rights of all men. 
and to be just to all interests. calling 
upon them at all times to rémember 
that fortune will reward those who 
are persistently industrious frugal 
and honest, and that prosperitv and 
cheap money come to none qave by 
the practice of these simple virtues.

When there 
is an exception to this it ig usually in 
the county court of Hmited jurisdic- 
tion whese judgments are reviewable 
by the superior courts. Our superior 
court is the one court which has cog- 
Nigance of every legal or equitable ac- 
tion; nothing is too small for its mila, 
and nothing too large to ‘be adminis- 
tered by its machinery. The misfor- 
tune of this is that the machinery, 
adjusted for large matters, which 
must of necessity move as the mills of 
the gods, finds no quickening when 
called upon to grind the smaller grist. 

The chief misfortune lies in the fact 
that in the leisurely times of old 
Georgians liked to be very deliberate, 
and to answer an action at law or @ 
suit in chancery required not merely 
twenty days, but besides a whole term 
of court. And go to this day a sult 
begun in the superior court does not 
at its earliest stand for trial for six 
months ahd twenty days after it has 
been filed. Clearly this is antiquated; 
it is a remnant of the old cireult 
riding days that should not linger with 
Us except in the pleasant memories of 
the green bag tales. 

If your cause ig such that jurisdic- 
tion can be taken of it by the county 
court you are scarcely bettered, for 
the judgment of that court can ‘be re- 
viewed by the superior court, to whieh 
the stubbornly litigious’ invariably 
applies. 

The remedy les in one or both of 
two methods. ‘Hither city courts 
must be established, whose judgments 
are not reviewable by the = superior 
court and which have frequent terms, 
and whose process requires answer 
without the intermediation of a return 
term, or the return term of the su- 
perior court should be abelished.

iividently such a state of facts cries 
aloud for relief. There is a remedy 
within the power of every legislature.

I would suggest the fol- 
lowing procedure. Let the plaintiff set 
forth in his declaration the description 
of certain property uwned by the de- 
fendant.

Impulsiveness of the People. 


“The southern people are warm-heart- 


coffee, and they also sold, but did not 
refine, sugars. Because the American 
Sugar Refining Company would not sell 
them cheaper. than other buyers of sugar 
they decided to g0 into the sugar refin- 
ing business, whereupon leading spirits 
in the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, seeing that the margin in the 
coffee business was good, decided to go 
into the roasting and selling of coffee. 
The result has been that this contest 
of giants has reduced the profits in 
both industries to a minimum if not to 
a positive loss, making it hard for small- 
er manufacturers and dealers to live, 
but saving millions of dollars for con- 


ksumers that would have otherwise inured 


to manufacturers and dealers. 

“Special ‘trust’ statutes are not neces- 
sary, although many have been enacted, 
and I believe that such legislation and 
the attitude of your public men toward 
organized capital {1s one of the great 
obstacles to southern progress. We need 
not begrudge liberal returns to capital 
if its investment confers corresponding 
advantages on labor and the public in 
general. 

“Of course in effecting these great eco- 
nomic changes there will be individual 
hardships, but these must be endured 
for the general good. It was hard for 
the stage drivers when stages had to 
give way to railroads. It is hard on la- 
borers when they are thrown out of 
work by the competition of machines. 
It is hard on a commercial traveler who 
loses his place through reduction in the 
number of iraveling salesmen caused by 
industrial organization, although the 
extent of this has been greatly exagger- 
ated and the movement to organize com- 
mé@rcial travelers into an anti-trust 
league is a political movement for the 
benefit of the organizers. The agitation 
against trusts is a phase of the appa- 
rently never-ending war upon capital 
which is the one thing most needed in 
all new countries to develop their re- 
sources. The anti-trust issue will have 
its day and subside just as the green 
back and free silver issues have, but it 
will have to be opposed just as those 
issues were opposed by educating the 
people or disaster will result. The dan- 
ger is in that the conservative element 
in the great democratic party is at the 
mercy of a radical element which has 
got control of the party machinery and 
is dragging the solid south along cnained 
to their chariot wheels. The business 
men of the south can do much to change 
this if they will. 

Confidence and Credit. 

“Ninety per cent of the exchanges of 
the world are effected by credit. Credit 
is based on confidence, confidence is 


based on certainty. Honesty is an ele- 
| ment. Security is an element and the 
rate of interest is a measure of all this. 
Too much or too little credit is bad. 
“The happy medium’ jis nearer right than 
either extreme. How can we reach ‘this? 
I believe the honesty of the business men 
of the south js second to none anywhere, 
but the southern people have advertised 
to the world through their exemption 
laws and in some instances through re- 
pudiating their obligations to investors, 
and their advocacy of a debased cur- 
rency, that they are less honest than the 
people of other sections. Why should 
they do this? Why not adopt the ideas 
and copy the laws of the most prosperou3 
and enlightened sections of our count ‘y? 
If this were done the natural advantages 
of the south would soon cause her tc 
outstrip all other sections in the rece 
for commercial and industrial prosperity. 
During the first century of our national 
existence the interests of the south 
have been almost entirely those of acri- 


Culture, but we are entering upon an 
industrial age in which steam, -lectricity 
and machinery are the controlling fac- 
tors.

PRITCHETT CASE IS DECIDED. 


Supreme Court Hands Down a Deci- 
sion on Blacklisting. 

The supreme court on yesterday de- 
cided that it was unlawful to blacklist 
your debtor. The case was that of J. E. 
Pritchett against the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company and arose in the -follow- 
ing manner: Mr. Pritchett, who is a 
broker, had been doing business for a 
long time with the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, sending a number of 
telegrams each month, 

After doing business with the Western 
Union, he concluded that he would do 
business with the Postal Telegraph-Cabie 
Company. He did business with both 
companies on the credit plan—that is, 
paying his bills between the Ist and 
10th of each month. A short time after 
he began doing business with the Postal 
company Mr. W. B. Scattergood, mana- 
ger of this company, and Major J. C. 
Courtney, manager of the Western Union 
company, got together and agreed to 
exchange lists of dead beats. In accord- 
ance with the agreement Major Courtney 
had made out at his office a list of 
people who would not pay or who were 
slow pay and sent them down to Mr. 
Scattergood. On this list was Mr. Pritch- 
ett’s name. Immediately, according to 
the agreement, Mr. Scattergood refused 
to take any more of Mr. Pritchett’'s 
business except for cash in advance, 
which caused Mr. Pritchett to demand 
an explanation. When he received the 
explanation he sued the Western Union 
Telegraph Company for libel. 

On the trial of the case in 
court before Judge Reid the jury gave 
Mr. Pritchett a verdict of several hun- 
dred dollars’ damages. The company 
made a motion for a new trial, which 
was refused. It then carried the case to 
supreme court, which on yesterday 
affirmed Judge Reid's judgment denying 
a new trial.
